What’s The Good Word: John Cameron 
Swayze, erudite TV newscaster, lecturer and au¬ 
thor, relates of how, each winter, the proprietor 
of a Brooklyn bistro keeps his customers posted 
on the proximity of the approaching New York 
racing season. 

Every day Johnny Banana, top man of the 
Cafe Banana on Fulton Street, wipes off old, 
and writes new, telltale figures on the big mir¬ 
ror behind his bar. Once habitues of his quaffery 
have seen the handwriting on the wall, they are 
able to decipher "62” into its intended meaning 
of 62 days until Jamaica and the Paumonok pry 
the lid off another New York term. 

We doubt that Mr. Banana will ever be asked 
to address the Thoroughbred Club of America 
on the strength of this "service” to racing, but 
his idea has some merit, and is adaptable to 
local conditions. Among devotees of the Turf, 
the innovation of a diminishing calendar pro¬ 
motes conversation that is on a progressive and 
welcome plane. 

Bigger ’n Better: According to figures re¬ 
leased by the United Press, national attendance 
at racetracks in 1953 was up 4.8 per cent over 
the previous year. Wagering spiraled upwards 
7.4 per cent. It was the first time in history that 
pari-mutuels wagering exceeded the two-billion 
dollar mark. Attendance, too, boiled over 30,- 
000,000 to reach a new high. 

Attendance at Maryland tracks totalled 1,- 
539,519 for 149 days of sport to show a change 
of one-half of one percentage point on the 
credit side. Betting for the same pericxl was 
$118,636,887 or 4.8 above comparative figures 
last year. 

Broken down, this shows an increase of 6,981 
cash customers and 5,186,462 simoleons. Among 
the 25 states where racing is legalized, Maryland 
stood sixth in wagering and seventh in attend¬ 
ance. Last year the Free State ranked eighth in 
the latter category. 

Old Business: Categorically listed under this 
heading are the final jockey and trainer stand¬ 
ings for 1953. As is getting to be their custom, 
Nick Shuk and Frank S. Bonsai again topped 
their respective fields. 

Shuk has been a standout among local riders 
February, 1954 


in recent seasons. In 1951, he led the way with 
101 wins in Maryland; in ’52 he was aboard 
115. Latest compilations show that he spread- 
eagled the opposition with 112 saddle successes 
in ’53. Bill "Earmuffs” Hartack was runner-up 
to Shuk with 48 winners. In the national stand¬ 
ings he scored with 350 mounts to finish sec¬ 
ond to the sensational Willie Shoemaker. In 
any other year, save three, since records have 
been kept, Hartack’s total would have been 
enough to earn the mythical crown. 

"Downey” Bonsai held a commanding six- 
winner advantage over his nearest competitor, 
Sidney Jacobs. The Glyndon conditioner’s total 
of 31 exceeded by four the number of winners 
he saddled to take the Maryland title in 1952.

Full Steam Ahead: The Maryland Jockey 
Club has received formal approval of its Pim¬ 
lico rebuilding program from the Racing Com¬ 
mission. By indorsing the improvements, the 
board takes the $778,002.16 Pimlico Improve¬ 
ment Fund out of the deep freeze and allows 
it to thaw. Earmarked for such work, the money 
has been held in escrow by the Commission 
since 1950. Under law, one-half of one per cent 
of the mutuels handle must be set aside by each 
association for improvements. 

The initial phase of the rebuilding program 
is scheduled for completion prior to the spring 
meeting which gets under way May 7. It will 
consist of raising the elevation of the paved 
concourse in front of the grandstand, thus af¬ 
fording standees a better view. A similar, though 
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smaller, project was completed in the ”old” 
clubhouse area last spring. 

Between the May and November meetings 
the major rebuilding will be accomplished. It 
will consist of the demolition of the "little” 
clubhouse and the building which now houses 
the jockeys’ room and racing secretary’s office, 
and the construction of an enlarged and modern 
three-tier clubhouse. The present grandstand will 
be thoroughly renovated; escalators and eleva¬ 
tors will be added to hasten the flow of traffic 
within the structure. 

The ground floor of the projected clubhouse 
will function as an integral part of the grand¬ 
stand, having betting, dining and seating ac¬ 
commodations for its patrons. The two upper 
levels will be utilized for regular clubhouse fa¬ 
cilities as well as officials’ offices. Architects’ 
drawings for the new club plan accommoda¬ 
tions for 3,286 seated and 10,000 standing pa¬ 
trons. 

The overall rebuilding program is to be fi¬ 
nanced at a cost of $1,930,000. The stagnated 
zoning issue will not affect the project. Upon 
the completion of Pimlico’s refurbishments, all 
three of Maryland’s major ovals will have re¬ 
cently undergone extensive modernization pro¬ 
grams designed to make them comparable with 
the best. During the last three years Bowie, 
Laurel and Pimlico have evidenced that they 
are striving earnestly to put Maryland back in¬ 
to its rightful place on the racing map. 

One, Two, Three-Shift: The announced 
New Jersey dates were recently altered to per¬ 
mit Garden State to stage its spring session 
from May 3 to May 31 and a fall term from 
October 9 to November 6. This revision will 
have repercussions in Maryland. It will mean 
that Bowie will be opposed by the Camden 
track on the final four days of its spring meet 
and Pimlico will pick up Jersey opposition 
throughout its early term. 

In the fall, Laurel will have only six com¬ 
petition-free dates, and Pimlico will have the 
first three days of its term opposed. 

Cassis Gets His First: On October 25, 
1949 an airpane crash at Port Deposit took the 
life of Henry L. Straus, one of Mainland rac¬ 
ing’s greatest benefactors. At the time of his 
death Mr. Straus was the president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders’ Association, vice-presi¬ 
dent of the American Totalisator Company, 
president of Tropical Park and a director of 
the Association of Maryland Horse Shows. 

It was only fitting therefore, that Tropical 
Park should perpetuate his memory with a 
stakes race named in his honor. The six-furlong 


Straus Memorial Handicap had its inaugural 
running in 1953. It seemed predestined that 
a Maryland-bred horse should someday win the 
Tropical feature. 

That day came on January 9 when Sweet 
Vermouth, a five-year-old gelding by Cassis— 
Sticky Kitty, by Firethorn proved master of his 
eight-horse field. The winner was bred in Mary¬ 
land by Grant Thorn and is the first stakes win¬ 
ner for Cassis, which stands at Danny Shea’s 
Merryland Farm. 

Sweet Vermouth won the Straus by two 
lengths, beating such accomplished performers 
as Alerted, Hyphasis, Hi Billee and Sagittarius. 
He raced under Shea’s colors until mid-season 
of his four-year-old year at which time he was 
sold to A. H. Bowen for whom he won the 
Straus. It was Sweet Vermouth’s first stakes win, 
and only his second try. A few days later he 
came back to run a smashing second to the ex¬ 
treme outsider. Tidewater, in the Hialeah 
Inaugural. 

Find Zeroes In: The "big” horse on the 
West Coast these days is the four-year-old Dis¬ 
covery gelding, Find, capable stablemate of 
Native Dancer whose full potential was not 
even tapped until after the gray’s defection. 
Find’s past exploits have been commented upon 
in these pages before but there is some bring- 
ing-up-to-date to be done. 

His most recent achievement was winning 
Santa Anita’s San Carlos ’Cap, a seven-furlong 
prep for the roomier and richer ones to follow. 
His manner of victory cannot be determined 
by his nose margin at the wire. He gave six 
pounds to the Kentucky and Santa Anita Derby 
winner. Hill Gail, and it was his first experi¬ 
ence over a holding and heavy track. 

In appreciation of Find’s handiwork, $14,- 
300 was credited to the Vanderbilt account at 
Santa Anita; the big stuff comes later. Find 
commands a wealth of respect out on the Coast 
and figures to play a prominent role in the 
decision of the lOO-grand handicap on Febru¬ 
ary 27, in which he is slated to carry 124 
pounds. Incidentally, it was this same Find that 
ran the fastest mile and one-eighth in 1953. 
His nine-furlong gallop in 1:48 at Thistle- 
Down matched Stop and Look’s time on the 
faster Delaware Park strip. The occasion of 
Find’s record run was the Ohio Derby. 

For Posterity: From a Maryland view¬ 
point, John B. Campbell’s Experimental Free 
Handicap lacks the magnetism that it possessed 
last year. In contrast to a twelvemonth ago, 
when Native Dancer stood out on top of the 
list, one has to delve deep into the lower 
brackets this year before a Maryland-bred-or- 
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owned two-year-old catches the eye. Alakatch, 
at 106, is the best we can do here, but the other 
Free Handicaps are something else again. 

Two years ago The Blood-Horse secured the 
services of Frank E. Kilroe, now racing secre¬ 
tary at Santa Anita and assistant to Campbell 
at the New York tracks, to work up a series of 
Free Handicaps on older horses. Not to be out¬ 
done, the Morning Telegraph and Daily Rac¬ 
ing Form lined up M. C. '*Ty’* Shea to com¬ 
pound a similar evaluation for Triangle Pub¬ 
lications. Both men are recognized as thor¬ 
oughly capable members of their profession. 
Though Kilroe and Shea worked independently 
on their Free Handicaps, both based their 
evaluations on last year’s performance and set 
their figures for a theoretical mile-and-an- 
eighth race.

Ah, times are gone when stewards risked 
Their wages on a heat. 

And starters gambled that a recent 
Winner would repeat. 

Aye, gone the days when racing men 
Were either broke or flush. 

For now a judge must only judge 
And ushers only ush. 

About two dozen centuries ago Athens 
reached a cultural peak in what was known as 
the "Golden Age of Pericles.” The era was 
named for a politician who never asked for an 
increased mutuels take and whose name, later, 
was hung on to a $66,000 horse that belonged 
to a Greek-American. 

Today another "Pericles” is working on the 
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cultural standard of an entirely different aspect 
of Greek life. This lad isn’t a home-bred, being 
by name Robert F. Duffy, and his influence is 
being exerted in the interest of the betterment 
of Greek racing. 

He is showing Greek horsemen and racing 
officials how to get the most out of a starting 
gate at one time. 

Bob Duffy, Maryland horse farmer and train¬ 
er, has enjoyed success with horses he has con¬ 
ditioned, has been a useful aide at many horse 
sales and also has "sent ’em away” on Mexican 
tracks. He is a man of many talents. 

When the Greek Jockey Club decided to go 
modern and install a gate, its officials wired the 
Fasig-Tipton Company, which sells horses, and 
can get you just about anything from a Hyperion 
mare to a ridgeling zebra. 

As Duffy had worked with F-T in some of 
its sales, his versatility was well known to the 
company, so he was recommended. 

Not long ago he set sail for the home of 
Iliad. His task is not an easy one. Working 
from blueprints, he must assemble the starting 
gate, direct the operations of people, who, in all 
probability, speak Greek. Then he will instruct 
more Greeks in the care and use of the device 
and, finally, he will school the race horses of 
Greece, all used to receiving their commands in 
Greek. 

In the building of the starting gate, the 
Greek officials asked one special feature—a bell 
in each stall, instead of just a couple tastefully 
placed overhead. The idea, as I understand it, 
is to let each horse know that he is expected 
to get out and run. With the bell over or be¬ 
hind some other equine, the deep-reasoning 
Grecian Thoroughbred might conclude that the 
signal was for the other fellow. With the in¬ 
dividual, personalized gong, no horse will make 
this mistake. 

It would be interesting to watch as Mr. 
Duffy explains that 12 bells are not required 
to send off 12 horses. In fact there is little in 
this project that should not be exciting from 
the spectator’s point of view. 

It’s a tough job, but Duffy’s the gent to do it. 
I’m looking forward to his return to the states, 
rd like to hear the whole story over a pot-a-roas, 
hoppla pie and cups coffee. 
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ROUGHEN TUMBLE IN MARYLAND 


Rough’ll Tumble, one of the more consistent 
horses of his year, has been retired to stud and 
leased to stand the 1954 season at the O’Far¬ 
rell Brothers’ Windy Hills Farm, Westminster, 
Maryland. 

Tlie six-year-old bay son of Free For All- 
Roused, by *Bull Dog, was a winner of $126,- 
980, racing always in the top class bracket in 
the East, Mid-West and West. A product of Dr. 
C. E. Hagyard’s Greenridge Farm, Rough’n 
Tumble was bought privately by Mrs. F. A. 
Center in whose light blue and gold he raced. 

Trained in all his efforts by Mevlin (Sun¬ 
shine) Calvert, the colt made his first outing at 
Arlington Park on June 20th in a 5^-mile 
maiden event, in which he went to the front 
to romp home to a 4V2 lengths win. 

His connections had ambitious plans for him 
and his next start was in the Primer Stakes. 
Though he was opposing Kings Hope, unde¬ 
feated in his previous five starts, Rough’n Tum¬ 
ble came home a half-length victor in the good 
time of 1:044/5, just off the track mark set 
by the brilliant Calumet filly. Bewitch. 

Rough’n Tumble continued to perform well. 
In the Futurity Trial, at Belmont, he met the 
top Eastern performers Big Stretch, To Market, 
Hull Down, * Northern Star, Liberty Rab, Battle¬ 
field and Pet Bully, among others. Rough’n 
Tumble finished third, beaten only a little more 
than a length, by Battlefield with Pet Bully be¬ 
tween them. 

In the Belmont Futurity, he closed stoutly 
but had to be content with third behind Battle¬ 
field and Big Stretch, which had fought out their 
memorable duel down the stretch. Mrs. Center’s 
colt was never more than 3V2 lengths off the 
leaders during the race, defeating such top colts 
as Battle Morn, To Market, Black Douglas, Sil¬ 
ver Wings, Imarelic, Hull Down, and Safety. 

In the Garden State Stakes, carrying 122 
pounds, co-highweight of the field, Rough’n 
Tumble was beaten a head by Iswas (to whom 
he was conceding three pounds), after repeat¬ 
edly shaking off challenges. Then in the Remsen 
Handicap, he closed gamely, but failed to over¬ 
take Repetoire, to whom he was giving eight 
pounds, although he outran such as Pictus, Nul¬ 
lify, Heliowise, Crafty Admiral and Gray Matter. 
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The following season, he made his first outing 
at Santa Anita in an allowance affair, the Sopho¬ 
more Purse, on January 19. In this race he was 
called upon to meet Phil D., and Sickle’s Image. 
Rough’n Tumble was steadied along until the 
final quarter-mile where he was shaken up be¬ 
tween horses and, according to the Daily Racing 
Form, “ . . . finished full of run, a stout per¬ 
formance,” being beaten about 21/2 lengths by 
above mentioned two horses. The chart reveals 
an interesting picture—when the call was made 
at the quarter, Rough’n Tumble was sixth, then 
fifth at the half, fourth at the stretch call, and 
wound up third; after being given an easy race. 

His next outing was in the %-mile San Felipe 
Stakes, in which he forced the pace while in 
hand, came to the outside, got the lead, then 
hung slightly to be beaten by Phil D. and Gold 
Note by about a half-length. 

Rough’n Tumble followed this performance 
up with a sparkling race in the Santa Anita 
Derby Trial at 1 1/16 miles. Although forced 
to race wide early while moving to a contend¬ 
ing position, he went on the outside to gain 
command inside the furlong marker and won 
drawing away in the good time of 1:42 4/5, 
gaining revenge on Phil D. and Gold Note, 
with Lion and other top performers in the beaten 
field. 

In the $100,000 Santa Anita Derby, the fleet 
son of Free For All moved by Phil D. entering 
the stretch, then wore down the leading Inter¬ 
pretation to win going away by two lengths. 

After this performance he was considered 
a bright prospect for the Kentucky Derby and 
at the conclusion of the Santa Anita spring 
meeting, the turf writers who had covered the 
racing during the session, unanimously voted 
Rough’n Tumble the best three-year-old. 

While hopes were high for the classic ahead, 
he developed a splint on his left fore leg and 
Trainer Calvert thought it wiser to withdraw 
him from competition and fire the ailing mem¬ 
ber rather than to risk permanent injury by 
keeping the colt in training. 

Rough’n Tumble returned to competition on 
July 4th at Arlington Park in the Jamestown 
Handicap purse, but was unplaced. He came 
back on the 12th in the Fervent Purse, under 
118 pounds, conceding weight to everything in 
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the field but the classy Ruhe, which was weighted 
with him. Rough’n Tumble moved into a clear 
lead before the half, but was unable to concede 
eight pounds to the fleet Bernwood, which beat 
him a neck on the wire, while he finished ahead 
of Ruhe, Abbe Sting and others. 

In the Arlington Classic he suffered disastrous 
racing luck. Going down the backstretch he 
was in close quarters and then again on the 
final turn, but despite his ill fortune he was 
only beaten a little over three lengths by Hall 
of Fame, Battlefield, Ruhe, Spur On, and Big 
Stretch, with the good horses Longleat, Bern- 
wood, Sonic and Bugledrums strung out behind 
him. 

In the 29th running of the Sheridan Handi¬ 
cap, Bernwood reduced Coaltown’s record of 
1:34 to 1:33 4/5, with Rough’n Tumble just 
three parts of a length off the flying son of 
"’^Bernborough at the wire. Rough’n Tumble was 
giving seven pounds to the winner and was the 
high weight at 123, in a field that included Ruhe, 
To Market, Jumbo and Abbe Sting. 

Bad legs, which had handicapped him after 
the Santa Anita Derby, finally halted his racing 
career, and after finishing fifth in the Amer¬ 
ican Derby he was sent back to the farm for 
treatment. Failing to respond, it was decided to 
retire him to stud. 

Rough’n Tumble’s sire. Free For All, was un¬ 
beaten at two and was never out of the money 
at two and three, winning six races out of seven 
starts and $111,225, before an accident to his 
knee put an untimely end to his racing career. 
Rough’n Tumble is a member of his first crop. 

Roused, dam of Rough’n Tumble, was un¬ 
raced and is out of the stakes class. Rude Awak¬ 
ening, which was third in the Kentucky Oaks 
to the noted Flying Fill and Bala Ormont, and 


placed in the Sheridan Handicap and Haw¬ 
thorne Speed Handicap. She is a half-sister to 
the stakes winners Morshion, and Downy Pil¬ 
low, as well as to seven other winners. 

Rough’n Tumble comes from Bruce Lowe’s 
Mare Family #1, which includes such success¬ 
ful sires as Case Ace, Mr. Busher, *Blenheimi II, 
Bossuet, Stymie and *Princequillo. 

The most conclusive proof of Rough’n Tum¬ 
ble ability at two can be found in the Experi¬ 
mental Free Handicap of Juveniles of 1950. Mr. 
John B. Campbell placed Rough’n Tumble at 
119 pounds, ranking him seventh on a list that 
included 117 two-year-olds. Mr. Campbell rated 
the fleet son of Free For All above every horse 
that beat him at two, with the exception of the 
outstanding performer Battlefield and the able, 
when willing. Big Stretch. 

Gulastra Goes East: Indraff West 

Mr. Howard Marks of Tracy, Calif, and Mrs. 
Garvin Tankersley of Al-Marah Arabian Horse 
Farm, Washington, D. C. wish to announce an 
interesting and important trade-lease of stallions. 
Mr. Marks’ 30-year-old stallion, Gulastra, has 
been shipped to Al-Marah to be bred to the 
Indraff daughters there and to a few other of 
Al-Marah’s best mares. He will be at Al-Marah 
from January until about the first of June. Dur¬ 
ing the same period Al-Marah’s senior sire 
Indraff, oldest son of * Raffles, will stand at Mr. 
Marks’ place in San Mateo where he will be bred 
to Gulastra’s daughters and granddaughters. 

The cross of Indraff on Gulastra daughters has 
proved to be the best nick at Al-Marah and 
therefore both Mr. Marks and Mrs. Tankersley 
feel that it would improve their respective breed¬ 
ing programs to exchange their stallions for half 
a breeding season.

Maryland-Bred Bonus Payments, 

1953 

One hundred six Marylanders participated in 
the Breeders’ Awards paid out by the three 
major tracks and five minor tracks of the state 
to breeders of winners of open races in 1953. 
Total payments to the breeders amounted to 
$56,051.17, more than $6,000 above those of 
1952. The mile tracks contributed $40,000, the 
smaller tracks $16,051.17. The five per cent 
service charge, deducted from the total under 
the Racing Commission rule and paid to the 
Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association, amounted 
to $2,802.54. 

At the mile tracks the awards are $250 in 
open races worth $2,500 or less to the winner; 
$500 in races worth more than $2,500. The 
five minor tracks make bonus payments of ten 
per cent of the total value of the purse in open 
races. No bonuses are paid on Maryland-bred 
races. 

Leading the breeders again was Alan T. 
Clarke of Clarksville, owner-trainer of a stable 
mainly consisting of home-breds. Though 


leading the list again in 1953, Mr. Clarke’s 
$2,750 falls far short of his totals for 1951 and 
’52 when he amassed $7,500 and $4,500. 

Second on the list is Mr. and Mrs. C. E. 
Nelson with $2,000, very closely followed by 
Mr. R. R. McClarin with $1,969.27.

Discovery Leads Sires 

By William Boniface 

Picking a suitable mate for a Thoroughbred 
broodmare is not unlike selecting a probable 
winner of a race. 

First comes a study of the available stallions’ 
past performances as progenitors, and then 
bloodlines and conformation must be given con¬ 
sideration. 


With February 1 comes the opening of a new 
breeding season to the 220 Thoroughbred 
nurseries scattered throughout Maryland. Own¬ 
ers of mares are now busy selecting studs for 
their matrons. 

Seventy-four stallions will hold court in 
Maryland during the 1954 mating season. Forty 
of these studs proved their ability to beget win¬ 
ners when their offspring scored during the 1953 
racing season. Most of the others are young 
stallions which have not been at service long 
enough to have sons and daughters reach the 
races. 

The last five years have seen the num.ber of 
Maryland stallions double and it has now reached 
the point where an owner of a mare can secure 
any bloodline without leaving the State. 

As the new breeding season opens, the State 
stallion champions are Alfred Gwynne Vander¬ 
bilt’s aged Discovery, and Grand Slam, which 
is owned by a group of five breeders. 

Discovery wears his crown because his off¬ 
spring earned more in first monies than the get 
of any other Maryland sire. Grand Slam pro¬ 
duced the greatest number of winners. 

The 22-year-old Vanderbilt stallion sent out 
40 sons and daughters that accounted for 109 
races to glean a total of $334,296. Grand Slam, 
two years younger than Discovery, produced 45 
winners of 118 races, who amassed earnings 
totalling $136,286. 

Nationally, Discovery stands fifteenth among 
the leading progenitors. Tops is Calumet s Bull 
Lea, who sent out winners of $786,159. Poly¬ 
nesian was a close second when his get collected 
$707,062. 

Discovery was a standout in Maryland, how¬ 
ever. The earnings of his offspring ran $100,- 
000 above the winnings of the get of runner- 
up Occupy, who sired winners of $233,139.

Dr. Franco Varola, Fasig- 
Tipton Company’s representative in Italy, 
stopped in for a visit, he being on his way back 
to Italy from a South American horse-selling 
tour. The doctor reports another International 
race to be held in Brazil late in January. He is 
very high on * Daumier, it seems. 

Dec*eniber BO. On the road again this 
morning for Baltimore and Ellicott City where 
we had conferences with President Walter Ed¬ 
gar, of the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion, and had an opportunity to inspect a nice 
crop of yearlings at his Woodlawn Farm. From 
the looks of the get of Prince Simon, this ex¬ 
cellent race horse looks like making a good sire 
also. 

DcM-eiii her 31 . Left Ellicott City early this 
morning for Pimlico where, with Walter Appel 
and Frank Christmas, we watched some of the 
L. B. Mayer horses getting their exercise on the 
race track. We never recall seeing the track in as 
good condition this late in the winter. Usually 
it is frozen up by now. Joe Serio seems to have 
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some running prospects in work for Larry Mac- 
Phail. 

.laniiary 1^ 1954. Went up to Timonium 
this morning to look at a couple of horses there 
wintering. Then over to Danny Shea’s, but found 
the Master of Merryland had gone to church, 
which was our loss. Thence to Bel Air to see 
Fred Tracey at the Glenangus Farms. The 20- 
odd yearlings that will go to Saratoga in August 
were inspected, as well as the young stallion Gen¬ 
eral Staff who got about 95% of his mares in 
foal in his first stud season. Through Bel Air 
we drove to Forest Hill to look at Arthur Hull- 
coat’s stock, traveling thence by way of Balti¬ 
more to Annapolis for the weekend. 

January 4. To Bowie this morning for a 
meeting of the Board of Directors of the South¬ 
ern Maryland Agricultural Association, and in¬ 
spection of the plant. Then across Rt. 50 to 
William Woodward, Jr.’s Belair Farm where 
the Bel Air Stud yearlings and the good race 
horse Golden Gloves are wintering. The crack 
filly Sabette is resting at Bel Air for the moment, 
awaiting a trip to the Claiborne Farm in Ken¬ 
tucky where she will be retired to stud. 

From Bel Air we drove to Washington to 
meet Dr. Jordan Woodcock and Eddie Bowen, 
of show jumper fame, and to proceed to Ken¬ 
tucky by way of the George Washington. 

January 5. Arrived at Lexington early 
this morning and put in a full day inspecting 
stallions and showing the New York State visi¬ 
tors around the Blue Grass in company with 
Lou Doherty whose Stallion Station was first 
visited. The roster here is headed by old Roman 
who is in wonderful condition. The latest addi¬ 
tion to the group is the very impressive Italian 
race horse, * Daumier, by Niccolo Dell’Area. 
This horse, one of the best race horses ever pro¬ 
duced in Italy, was a brilliant performer and 
not only has a great pedigree, but is a first- 
class individual in every respect and has the 
earmarks of becoming a good sire. Spartan Valor 
is filling out and improving in appearance in the 
two months since being taken out of training. 
The other stallions included Amphitheatre, 
Devil Diver, Flushing, Bolero and *Rico Monte. 
The Stallion Station will soon be complete with 
breeding shed, laboratory, and all the rest of the 
necessary buildings. 

Adjoining the Doherty establishment is Ira 
Drymon’s farm where we saw the handsome 
Challedon and Native Dancer’s great sire Poly¬ 
nesian now in the process of syndication. The 
Faraway Farm of the Riddle Estate was the next 
stop where War Admiral, War Relic and *So- 
mali were inspected in their boxes. 

Next stop was George D. Widener’s Old 
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Kenney Place where Manager Bill Bugg showed 
us Battlefield and Eight Thirty. The former is 
reminiscent of Fair Play in many respects, while 
Eight Thirty is still a magnificent individual. 

Time was not taken to see all the stallions at 
Spendthrift, but * Royal Charger got special at¬ 
tention. This fine young stallion looked a great 
deal better than when we saw him at Belmont 
Park the day he arrived from Europe and looked 
more like he did when we saw him in Ireland 
and admired him a couple of years ago. He 
should certainly suit the American market ad¬ 
mirably. The mighty *Bernborough and the 
natty Frenchman *Ardan were racing around in 
adjoining paddocks, while * Shannon II, *Alib- 
hai. Jet Pilot, Requested, Billings and War Jeep 
were also seen turned out in the mud. 

Across the Paris Pike we went to the C. V. 
Whitney Farm to see * Mahmoud, Phalanx, 
Burg-El-Arab, Counterpoint and Mount Marcy. 
Tlie big rugged Phalanx should certainly prove 
an excellent cross on the stylish, quality * Mah¬ 
moud blood. The old horse, as usual, is in won¬ 
derful bloom and still the kindly patriarch of 
yore. Counterpoint is filling out and should be 
another good outcross on many of the home 
mares. At Greentree Farm we saw Bimelech, 
Shut Out and the two newcomers, the great Tom 
Fool and little One Hitter. 

January 6. Out to Keeneland early this 
morning to inspect the filly which the Mail 
Pouch Tobacco people had bought through 
Fasig-Tipton Company at the Belmont Sales. 
She will be used as a prize in a naming contest 
in connection with the Kentucky Derby. This 
daughter of Attention and Banish Ruth is train¬ 
ing well in Lewis K. Haggin s hands. 

From Keeneland we went to Calumet where 
we saw the mighty Citation, now grown into a 
magnificent stallion, and the veteran Bull Lea, 
as well as Sun Again, Coaltown and Faultless, 
truly a great battery of stallions. 

Dr. Charles Hagyards Greenridge Farm on 
the Paris Pike was next visited for an inspec¬ 
tion of Rough ’n Tumble, who is moving to 
Joe OTarrells Windy Hill Farm in Maryland. 
There he should prove a good addition. Free 
For All and Palestinian and that great horse 
Stymie were also inspected at this farm. 

Final call was to Crown Crest where we were 
greatly impressed with the good son of Hash, 
Salmagundi, and his close paddock mate. Oil 
Capitol, who was racing around in the snow en¬ 
joying his vacation. Papa Redbird, Greek Ship, 
Olympic Zenith, Carrara Marble, Wine List and 
Grand Admiral were also seen in the same fine 
stallion barn. Tonight we are off for Chicago 
iind California. 


January 7. After breakfast at the Palmer 
House, Chicago, we went over to see Wayne 
Dinsmore, formerly Secretary of the Horse and 
Mule Association of America, who now oper¬ 
ates a consultation service, advising horsemen 
in various parts of the country. Thence to the 
airport and the plane to Los Angeles tonight. 

January 8 . At Santa Anita early this morn¬ 
ing for breakfast with Lou Rowan and Oscar 
Otis to discuss next week’s sale. Thence with 
Jay Tyson to Pomona to meet Tevis Paine and 
go over the plans for housing the horses, etc. 
Finding everything in good order, we returned 
to Santa Anita for some racing. 

January 9. Spent most of the day at Santa 
Anita where we saw James Session win the San 
Vicente Handicap. Then went to dinner with 
Ed Lasker and spent an hour or two looking 
over the latter’s magnificent library. 

January 10. To Pomona this morning, and 
thence to Riverside to have a look at Tiny Nay¬ 
lor’s ranch, particularly the stallion * King’s 
Abbey and the 50 or 60 yearlings on the farm. 
These are a well grown group and show excel¬ 
lent care. 

January 11. Had two sale sessions at Po¬ 
mona today with excellent results; 159 horses 
brought a total of $263,200, with the ^King’s 
Abbey 4-year-old Golden Abbey bringing 
$45,500 from the Owl Stable. 

January 12. Got back from Pomona this 
afternoon with the rain falling in torrents and 
snow visible on the mountains. Tried to take a 
rest this afternoon, but was rudely awakened 
when an earthquake shook up the hotel very 
thoroughly for a minute or so.

The Maryland Horse 
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The Track Is Clear

’’Vanderbilt, Alfred Gwynne," the card read. 
After the name, in the proper spaces, was 
"No Police Record." "No FBI Record." Mr. 
Vanderbilt had evidently been behaving him¬ 
self. The ten black fingerprints on the card 
looked exactly like him. 

But among the fifty-eight thousand sets of 
fingerprints which the Thoroughbred Racing 
Protective Bureau has assembled are some rather 
gaudy police records, and some FBI records too. 
One applicant for a jockey-valet license had 
stated in his application blank that he had no 
police record. His memory had slipped; he had 
three pages of police record, mostly for narcotic 
violations and pocket-picking. He is not in rac¬ 
ing and he will never be in racing, because any 
license application he makes, in any capacity, to 
any state racing commission, will as a matter of 
routine come through the T.R.P.B. for a check. 

The proved fixes, and the rumors of fixes, 
in other sports, both professional and amateur, 
have brought some of the most strident cries of 
virtue which this generation has heard, and vari¬ 
ous district attorneys are still burrowing around 
to see what they can turn up. When they dis¬ 
cover a fixed basketball game — the easiest 
quarry, just now—the president of the univer¬ 
sity involved issues a statement saying he can 
hardly believe it, and that he is deeply shocked 
and grieved. 

In New England last year there was a jockey 
ring, engineered by a bookmaker at Kingston, 
and some races were fixed. Racing s own detec¬ 
tive force discovered it, made its case, turned 
it over, complete with affidavits and other evi¬ 
dence, to the proper authorities. 

It has been claimed that racing is the most 
adult of sports. Certainly it approached its in¬ 
ternal problems in an adult manner. The reason¬ 
ing went something like this: to endure, racing 
must have, if not entire public confidence, at 
least the confidence of its followers, and to keep 
this confidence it must deserve it. In a business 
in which over fifty-five million dollars in purse 
money is to be won, and in which over one and 
a half billion dollars changes hands through the 
totalizator, there are going to be constant at¬ 
tempts, from within and without, to chew off 
some of this money illegally. 

The race tracks did what every community 
does: they hired a police force to hold crime 
and fraud and deception to a minimum, and to 
detect and punish such misdemeanors as could 
not be prevented. It costs like the mischief, but 
it is worth it. 
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The Thoroughbred Racing Associations, in¬ 
cluding thirty-seven of the major race tracks in 
America, was organized in 1942 at a meeting in 
Chicago. It was powerful and it had money. It 
embarked on a program of public education, and 
it worked for favorable publicity and very often 
got it. But to be frank, it could not do much. 
While it may have persuaded many people that 
racing was better than they had thought, it could 
not making racing any better than it was because 
it had no machinery to make it better. 

At the annual meeting in 1945, the machinery 
was ordered. Harry Parr was then the T.R.A. 
president, and of all of the men involved, he was 
assisted most by John C. Clark, president of 
Hialeah; Ben Lindheimer, president of Arling¬ 
ton and Washington Parks; Judge James E. 
Dooley, of Narragansett; and Alfred Vanderbilt, 
formerly president of Pimlico and Belmont but 
then newly released from the navy. The cost of 
an internal police agency was estimated, shud¬ 
dered at, and accepted. 

Arguing that it might as well start at the top, 
the T.R.A. offered the job of setting up the 
Thoroughbred Racing Protective Bureau to J. 
Edgar Hoover, head of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation. He declined, but he recommended 
a former assistant, Spencer Drayton, who had 
left the FBI three months before and had gone 
into the research department of an advertising 
company in Chicago. Mr. Drayton had got into 
the FBI as a messenger, for the excellent reason 
that he could make twelve hundred dollars a 
year while he was studying accounting at night 
school, and he had risen in it steadily. He had 
been in charge of the offices in Seattle, Chicago, 
Indianapolis, and elsewhere; he had been Mr. 
Hoover’s administrative assistant in Washing¬ 
ton; and he had been managing the FBI’s Spe¬ 
cial Intelligence Section, which is espionage 
when somebody else does it. He had been in 
charge of the FBI laboratories, which had one 
technician when he started, and two hundred 
and fifty when he left. He had worked on the 
Roger Touhy case; he had got one hoodlum put 
away lengthily because, having escaped from 
prison, he had failed to notify his draft board of 
his change of address. 

On January 15, 1946, the Thoroughbred Rac¬ 
ing Protective Bureau was formally set up. Mr. 
Drayton was it. The first man he added was 
Ed Coffey, former associate in the FBI and now 
vice-president of the T.R.P.B. They were able 
to build an organization rapidly, nearly all with 
former FBI men. During the war the FBI had 
increased its personnel heavily, and after it was 
over many of these extra agents became avail-

able. The T.R.P.B. made it a policy to employ 
no one currently connected with the FBI. But 
the men it gathered were men whose abilities 
and whose records were thoroughly familiar to 
Mr. Drayton. 

As of January 15, 1952, the T.R.P.B. had a 
staff of perhaps twenty, including clerks and 
stenographers, at its offices in the Chrysler Build¬ 
ing in New York, where the big batteries of 
filing cabinets hold the records of nearly every¬ 
one in racing and the records of every case which 
has come up in the T.R.P.B.’s time. Many of 
these records go back further, of course; if you 
would like to know how many times Eddie Ar- 
caro has been suspended, for instance, there is 
no use going to Eddie, because he does not keep 
track of this sort of thing. The T.R.P.B. files 
have it, though. 

The field staff is another matter. Everybody 
in racing knows Mr. Drayton and Mr. Coffey, 
and some of the other members. But nobody 
knows quite all of them. Like the FBI on which 
the Protective Bureau is modeled, there are un¬ 
dercover men whose connection with the bureau 
is secret. No one knows how many, either. ”I 
wouldn't mind telling you confidentially,” Mr. 
Drayton said, ”but we don’t want the wrong 
people to know exactly what they’re up against. 
Let them think there’s a T.R.P.B. man behind 
every tree. It’ll do them good.” 

One of the first steps was directed against 
ringing. It has always been a source of easy 
money to run a slow horse four or five times, 
and then substitute a fast one for him at 20 to 1. 
It isn’t easy to find two horses which look 
enough alike for this, but it is possible, and the 
celebrated Paddy Barrie, deported years ago, 
could do a job of painting markings on a horse 
that would have left Rembrandt envious. The 
Pinkerton Department of Identification had 
done an excellent job of stopping this, but its 
influence did not extend much beyond the New 
York tracks. 

The T.R.P.B. developed what is now known 
as the lip tattoo. With dyes about an inch and 
a half high, a letter indicating the year of foal¬ 
ing and the last four numbers on his registration 
certificate are tattooed on the inner surface of 
each horse’s upper lip. They are not always on 
perfectly, because the horse does not cooperate 
fully, and dyes—their composition is as secret 
as that of the dyes used in printing money— 
do not always spread evenly. But as each horse 
is tattooed, the upper lip is photographed, so that 
any imperfections in the marking also become 
a part of the record. It is possible to get two bay 
horses with black points, of the same size and 
appearance, to look as alike as two peas. But

you cannot get B 1463 to look like C 5874. 
Maybe some modern Paddy Barrie will outfigure 
this system, but it hasn’t been done yet. 

The Protective Bureau is at the call of any 
race track or any racing commission, and, in 
practice if not in theory, of any reputable per¬ 
son or organization which needs its help. It was 
called somewhat afield on the Stremmel case in 
California. William Stremmel had imported a 
celebrated Italian stallion named Ortello, which 
died soon afterward. To avoid a loss on the busi¬ 
ness, he registered a number of foals by inferior 
stallions as by Ortello. Then he made a mistake 
—he fired a groom. Rumors began to get about, 
and Mr. Drayton was called in. The T.R.P.B. 
now has three fat files on this case, with affi¬ 
davits, depositions, reports, and what not. The 
registration of a number of horses was revoked, 
and Stremmel will register no more horses with 
The Jockey Club; he’s out of the horse business 
for life. 

But primarily the work of the bureau is in 
the investigation of personnel, and this is where 
the fingerprints come in. Horsemen, a little 
jealous of their privacy, offered some resistance 
at first, but when trainers began to reflect that 
the bureau could tell them if a groom in their 
employ had even been convicted of arson, or 
theft, or narcotic peddling, they came over in 
droves. ”Now,” said Mr. Drayton, "our best back¬ 
ing is from the horsemen.” 

The immediate effect of the fingerprinting 
and the investigations was to get some people 
out of racing who should not have been in. In 
1948, for instance, El Mono won the $50,000 
Widener Handicap, and his owner, Dan Lamont 
(real name: Donato La Morte) applied for an 
owner’s license in New York. As a routine meas¬ 
ure, the bureau investigated, and discovered a 
connection with a handbook in Altoona. The 
application for a license was denied, automati¬ 
cally severing Lamont’s connection with racing, 
because the racing states respect one another’s 
rulings. There was some talk that the ruling 
was severe, and that Lamont had been made a 
more or less innocent victim, but this died hur¬ 
riedly last year, when he was tied into a basket¬ 
ball fix. 

"Incidentally,” Mr. Drayton remarked, "our 
investigations have taught us what to think of 
race track rumors. Actually we disprove more 
derogatory information than we prove.” 

The long-range effect is to keep the wrong 
people out of racing. When a new man appears 
he is asked to supply certain information. Then 
he is fingerprinted, and if he has a police record

it comes out. The order of importance is arson, 
narcotics, larceny, and theft. Mr. Drayton was 
asked about the various forms of homicide. ‘Dh, 
well,” he said, ”we don’t like that either.” Minor 
offenses are merely noted on the record, and 
they do not keep a man from getting a job. 
Drunkenness, for instance, is skipped over un¬ 
less it has happened too often; even then there 
is no particular concern about the morals of the 
matter, but there is the possibility that a habitual 
drunk may doze off with a cigarette in his fin¬ 
gers and kill a half-million dollars’ worth of 
horses. 

The fingerprinting worked too well at Hia¬ 
leah last winter. A man came to Joe Madala, 
who was gathering some information on new 
workers, looked rather unhappily at his ink- 
stained finger ends. 'All I wanted,” he said plain¬ 
tively, "was to buy a daily double ticket on three 
and six.” It was explained to him that he had 
stood in the wrong line. 

Investigations are not made with any partic¬ 
ular secrecy. "We don’t try to hide,” Mr. Dray¬ 
ton said. "In fact the first thing we do is to go 
to the man himself. Then we make what we call 
a neighborhood investigation, talking to people 
who live around him. We investigate the refer¬ 
ences he gives—lots of times people who don’t 
like to refuse to give a reference will tell quite 
another story to our investigator. We check the 
man’t credit, and of course the possibility that 
he has a police record. When we’re through, we 
have a pretty good picture. If there’s something 
suspicious, we look further.” 

The bureau has made a change in the think¬ 
ing of race track personnel. When something 
goes rotten, as something always will in every 
sport occasionally, there isn’t any attempt to hide 
it. If it is found that a man has committed a 
felony—bribery and race fixing are felonies in 
most states—he’s not just ruled off with the 
blanket "conduct detrimental to the best inter¬ 
ests of racing.” He is turned over to the civil 
authorities for prosecution. If it has to do with 
narcotics. Commissioner H. J. Anslinger, of the 
Bureau of Narcotics, is notified. A few times the 
bureau has stumbled over people the FBI has 
been looking for, and the FBI got them. 

It should be fairly obvious that the bureau 
does not attempt any lone-wolf policy. It works 
in close cooperation with other law-enforcement 
agencies, public and private. What agencies? 
"Oh, about twenty-five of them,” said Mr. Dray¬ 
ton, side-stepping. What it amounts to is that 
the bureau is another part of the big net that 
is spread everywhere to catch wrong fish. If the 
FBI, for instance, found a character doing some-

thing not in violation of federal law but bad 
for racing, some hint of this might be dropped 
to Mr. Drayton. 

For many years one of the plagues of racing 
was the stimulation of horses. Before the 
T.R.P.B. was founded, this had already been 
pretty well stopped, through saliva tests and 
urinalyses. There are always rumors of new 
drugs, which the tests can’t find. Don’t believe 
this too much. A permanent member of the 
bureau’s staff is Dr. John Kater, a biochemist 
who was professor of pharmacology at Ford- 
ham University. His steady work is to investi¬ 
gate new drugs, to determine which might be 
used for stimulation, to formulate tests for them, 
and to circulate this information to all of the 
laboratories which test racetrack samples. 

Some of the drug rumors have peculiar ori¬ 
gins. In Maryland several years ago a man was 
selling, at thirty dollars an ounce, a substance 
which he guaranteed would not show in any 
test. It wouldn’t either; there wasn’t any drug 
in it. But he did a nice business before this was 
discovered. 

The T.R.P.B., like the FBI, does not depend 
on any flashes of intuitive genius, nor the deduc¬ 
tive methods of the late Mr. Holmes. Its busi¬ 
ness is the slow, careful, methodical, and often 
boring accumulation of information, and the 
patient asking of many little questions until the 
big question is answered. It is not spectacular; 
it just gets there. It is not perfect, because noth¬ 
ing is. But it is a safe bet, if you can find a 
bookmaker to take it, that racing knows more 
about the people in it than does any other sport. 

The cost of all this? It isn’t public, but it is 
certain to be large. You can start guessing at 
three hundred thousand dollars a year and keep 
on to five hundred thousand dollars, and the 
chances are that you have it bracketed. The ma¬ 
jor race tracks pay it, at rates commensurate 
with their ability. They get their money’s 
worth—in the ejection of some undesirables, 
and the rejection of more. And they can say to 
the sporting world: "We don’t need a public 
prosecutor to clean our house. We’ve bought 
a broom of our own.” 

Just like the sponsors say, there’s fun for 
everyone.
